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Remember Chu Yuan on 
Dragon Boat Festival 


Of all the traditional Chinese -festivals，only 
one 一 the Dragon Boat Festival 一 commemorates a 


person. Chinese the world over celebrate the festival 


this week. Many communities in southeast Asia will 
have dragon boat racing and appropriate rituals in 
the temples and at homes. In America，Chinese 
Americans will prepare rice-dumplings wrapped in 
leaves and honorthe occasion with afamily dinner. 

The Dragon Boat Festival honors Chu Yuan，a 
politician, ascholar, and a poet Born in 340 B.C. at 
atime when China was divided into several states， 
Chu Yuan was a high-ranking minister serving a 
powerful state 二 Chu 一 in ， the _ south. Chu Yuan 
counselled the king to join other neighboring states 
to form a six-state alliance in order to fight the 
ambitious state of Chin. However his rivals in the 
palace, which included the queen Cheng Hsiu, were 
able to persuade the king not to listen to him. 

Chu Yuan was finally exiled.， His king died a 
prisoner in Ghin and the state of Chu was annexed. 
Legend tells us that Chu Yuan was so aggrieved for 
his country and the people that he threw himself 
into the Milo River and drowned on the fifty day of 
the fifth month in thelunar calendar. 

People respected and loved him so much that they 
built dragon boats to search for his body. 
Rice-dumplings were tossed into the river hoping 
thatfish would take the dumplings and not harm the 
body of a great man 一 a tradition _ still honored 
among the Chinese after more than two thousand 
years. 

Chu Yuan's poems are full of daring and imagina- 
tion，He had composed poems which brought 
mythical figures to life. He echoed the feeling of the 
common people by writing poems which lamented 
war fallen heroes, and the suffering they endured. 
His poem “The Riddles“ asked questions on creation， 
nature _ and justice no one then was courageous 
enough to utter. His“Encountering Sorrow was a 
beautiful poem interwoven with colorful imagery 
and his feeling for his country and his own doomed 
future. 

Although Chu Yuan will long be remembered as a 
great poet，most Chinese honor him as a great 
patriot. Then，as now,people everywhere witnessed 
government corruption， power struggle， palace 
intrigues, and many changes-in political leadership. 
The Chinese_ common people honor Chu Yuan to 
show that they side with those who are upright and 
just, not necessafrily with those in power. Chu Yuan 
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Chu Yuan 


won the hearts of the people by his deep concern for 
them and the _ nation. The outpouring of grief from 
the people on Chu Yuan“s death was an indictment 
against the corrupted leadership as well as the 
invaders. 

We call our readers' attention to the deeds and 
poems of Chu Yuan so that the Chinese American 
community can commemorate the Dragon Boat 
Festival with meaning. Needless to say，our 
community needs more leaders who would learn 
from Chu Yuan's refusal to sway from a just stand 
and a genuine care and concern for his people. 国 |

inter-sectoral competition for re- 
sources allocated from the central 
will however become the predom- 
iniant mode of political process in 
China in the years to come. 


The morning session concluded 
with two short presentations res- 
pectively on the state of affairs in 
China's technological ”develop- 
ment by Genevieve Dean of 
Stanfords U.S$.-China Relations 
Program,， and on the Chinese ap- 
proaches to _ environmental prob- 
lems by Frank Sebastian， Vice 
President- of the 了 Enviotech 
Corporation at Menlo Park. 

ROLE 

The afternoon session focused its 
attention more on the inter- 
national role of China than its 
domestic policies，The panelists 
included Victor 了 Li，Shjelton 
Professor of International Law at 
Stanford，who spoke on “Self{f- 
reliance and sovereignty: China's 
posture toward international 
issues _ and organizations， Peter 
Van Ness of the University of 
Denver on “China's relations to 
Third World development,” and 
Robert Oxnam of New Yorks Asia 
Society, who reported his obser- 
vations on a recent trip to China. 

An interesting _ exchange took 
Place _ between Li and Van Ness 
over the question of how much of 
a stumbling block Taiwan really 
boses in the negotiation toward 
normalization between Washin- 
gton and Peking: 

While Van Ness believed that 
Peking would not have formal ties 
with _ the U.S. unless- the .U.S. 
completely abandon s Taiwan, Li 
took the view that the so-called 
“Japanese formula ”is not 
something that would meet out- 
right rejection from ”China. 
Having just completed a short 
book titled “Derecognizing Tai- 
wan: the Legal Problems,， Li 
suggested that:there is“a lot of 
room for flexibility”in working 


out aTaiwan solution，

Acupuncture 109?%e 
Effective, Says 
Medical Association 


CHICAGCO 一 Acupuncture can 
ProVide “acceptable pain relief” in 
only one of every 10 patients and 
needs _ further :refinement， the 
Ameriean Medical Association 
SayS. 

An editorial published re- 
cently in the AMA journal said 
laboratory experiments and clin- 
ical trials were possible ways to 
refine the procedure. 

The editorial described the find- 
ings of a study group formed by 
the National Academy of Sciences 
which observed 48 operations 
involving acupuncture in China in 
May 1974. 

SURGCERY 

“Though ， many -patients 
tolerated Surgery with little or no 
discomfort when treated with acu- 
puncture,”the editorial said， 让 
became evident that acupuncture 
does not abolish pain totally，nor 
does it alter consciousness 一 two 
states traditionally associated with 
general anesthesia， 

The study group found that 


acupuncture Was least successful 
in _ abdominal operations and a 
lack of muscle relaxation 
hampered physicians, the editorial 
said 

Acupuncture was found to be 
more- effective in relieving Pain 
during head and neck operations 
and tooth extractions, it added. 

The editorial said acupuncture 
provides pain control for no more 
tham 15 Denecent 
patients， 

It said acupunceture “loses much 
of its immediate appeal”because 
of the relatively long time needed 
for it to'take effect and the un- 
certainty about how effective it is 
in relieving pain .

In February 1975 he was re-
